PREPARATION. 
THE FIRST STEP TOWARD CARRYING OUT THE 
REVOLUTIONARY PROJECT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WasuincTon, D. C., May 27.—The Demo- 
cratic revolution is being rapidly organized. A 
Cabinet offieer said to-day: There seems to 
be little doubt that the intentions of the Demo- 
crats ure revolutionary. They propose to de- 
stroy the army by reducing its numbers and its 
pay and by giving it additional duties. Then, if 
the next House is carried by the Democracy, a 
revolution is practical. Congress can commit 
treason under very simple forms.“ The House 
has realized part of that prediction. 
To-day the House reduced the army in numbers 
and pay, and gave it additional duties. The 
Democrats voted to cut down the army to 
20,000, and to give that army, with diminished 
pay, vast additional duty, imposed by the trans- 
fer of the Indian Bureau to the War Depart- 
ment. It had been expected that the eight 
majority by whieh the reduction of the army 
was defeated in the Committee of the Whole 
could be overcome in the House. That expec- 
tation was not well founded. The majority of 
eight. througi absenteeism, that was in part 
important amend- 
ment which directs the transfer of the Indian 
Bureau to the War Department was 
incorporated into the Army Appropriation bill 
without debate. The Congressiona! Record will 
give a different impression, for leave was 
granted to print all speeches. This leave 


‘illustrates the hypocrisy of Congressional pro- 


ceedings, as these speeches will not be printed 
until after the bill is passed. The Western men 
were not united upon the proposition to traus- 
fer. It was carried by a vote of 113 yeas to 107 
nays. Auamendment was also adopted, the 
meaving of which is not clearly understood. 
The Republicaus proceeded upon the assumption 
that it would 
PREVENT THE USE OF TROOPS 

to repress riots or strikes in the States. The 
Democrats allowed the vote to be taken on 
thaf assumption. This amendment was carried 
by a vote of 120 yeas to 112 uays, Chairman 


Springer straining a point :o make it in order. 
The amendment even provides for the punish- 
ment of subordinate officers acting under 
orders; besides—and that doubtiess was one of 
the reasons why the amendment was proposed— 
it prevents the use of the army to enforce the 
Interoal-Reyevue laws in the South, and will 
be a great relief to the moonsainers. The 
Kentucky Congressman who moved it sbould 
de sure of the vote of the moonshiners of his 
district. 

The action of the Housc in reducing the army 
was attended with 

MUCH EXCITEMENT. 
The vote was tied,—118 to 118. Speaker Rau- 
dall, who had leit his good humor at the Pitts- 
barg Convention, and came back with increased 
bitterness of partisanship, made a ruling against 
Garficld unprecenented for its arrogant assuiup- 
tion and partisan bigotry. The Repuolicans 
would bave prevented the reduction of the army 
ou this first vote had Gen. Butler and the two 
colored members, Smalls and Rainey, been 
present. Butler was away asleep, and the two 
colored members had left for home without 
a pair. Gen. Butler was roused in time 
to be too late to do any good. The colored 
members did not appear. Tue army reduction 
was carried by three votes. The vote on the 
proposition to increase to 25,000 was partisan 
with the following exceptions: Brogden (Re- 
publican), of North Carolina, voted in the 
negative, and the followmg Democrats voted iu 
the aflirmative: Culberson, Mills, Giddings, 
Schleicher, and Throckmorton, of iexas; Pat- 
terson, of Colorado; Williams, of Michigan; 
and igginton, of California. Reagan, of 
‘lexas, voted against the amendment. 
CHICAGO’S APPEAL. 

Representative Aldrich, in presenting the 
memorial of the Chicago Board of Trade for the 
increase of the army, said, in substance: The 
Board of Trade is a body of men that has 
larger commercial transaction than any other 
similar body in the United States. They have 
not deen backward in philanthropic enterprises, 
whether for the benetit of those suffering from 
the terrible scourge of vellow fever or from 
calamities like the grasshopper plague, or the 
great fires in Eastern cities. No other body of 
men have been more ready and willing to come 
forward and assist with a liberality unparalleled 
every benevolent and worthy enterprise. 

DEMOCRATIC DOCTRINE. 

In the debate upon the Army bill there was 
one discouraging passage to the friends of per- 
manent union. An ment was made which 
Jerry Black might bare written for James 
Buchanau when the Rebels were firing upon 
Sumter. The Republicans maintained that the 
President had constitutional duties above the 
laws, such as the calling tor volunteers to sup- 
press the rebellion. The North will not fail to 
notice the answer made to this. Knott declared 
that the result of such a doctrine would be the 
establishment of an unlimited military power. 
in other words, in 1875 the Democrais in the 
House of Representatives declare that there is 
no constitutional power forcibly to preserve the 
Union. 


POTTER. 

DISCLAIMING REVOLUTIONARY INTENT, HB AD- 
MITS THE POSSIBILITY OF SUCH AN or- 
COME.

Wasurneron, D. C., May 27.—If the action 
of the House does not sufficiently indicate the 
revolutionary purpose of the Democrats, the 
letter of Clarkson Potter will. Clarkson Pot-

ter, Chairman of the ſuvestigating Committee, 
has felt compelled by public opinion to publish 
a letter denying that the investigation contem- 
plates revolution. The letter unfortunately 
convfirms the popular imoression that the inves- 
tigation does contemplate possible revolution, 
and that it even looks to a vacancy in the Presi- 
dential office. The letter purports to be ad- 
dressed to some unknown clergyman in New 
York. The text of the letter, 
two columns, has been given’ to the As- 
sociated Press. The vanity of the Chairman 
of the Investigating Committec isghown in the 
first paragraph. Potter protests at the depraved 
public opinion which should permit the press to 
declare in its headlincs that the venerable 
Stephens was hooted down bv Potter’s mob. 
The letter plainly indicates that it is not Pot- 
ter’s intention to investigate in any States ex- 
cept Florida and Louisiana, and, in language 
which cannot be mistaken, Potter claims that 
the decision whether or not revolution shall 
be attempted 


DEPBNDS ENTIRELY UPON THS RESULTS OF THE 
INVESTIGATION. 

Potter only protests that if a revolution is 
necessary it shall be a peaceable one. He does 
vot disavow his intention to disturb the Prest- 
dential title; on the contrary, he says: II, 
now, it should appear that ‘there was fraud 
which palpably affected the Electoral vote, and 
which the Commission did not notice,—if the 
legal remedy exists for correcting error, you 
capnot believe that such a proceeding 
under the law could lead to disturbance.”’ 
Potter then adds that, if no law now exists, 
and a quo warranto or some enabling laws 
should be passed, the operation under it need 
not create violence or disturbance. In the 
course of his letter, alluding to the Electoral 
Commission and the fears of civil war at that 
time, Potter declares there could have been no 
civil war because the officers of the army, with 
the exception of Grant, Sherman, and Sheridan, 
would have sustained the House of Representa- 
tives in recognizing Tilden. Potter insults tne 
loyalty of the army by declaring that tue secret 
correspondence of the War Department will 
show thus. 

THE LETTER. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasuinoron,' D. C., May 27.—Clarkson N. 
Potter, in a long letter to a New York friend, 
explains the effect of bis resolution. He says: 

Among other things, you suggest that to raise 
the question about the last Presidential election 
will bring on disturbance or revolution. Not at 
all. About that possess yourself in peace. There 
is not the slightest chance of revolution or dis- 
turbance. When the whole country was at fever- 
heaton the subject of the election, a way was 
found to establish a tribana) to pas- upon the elec- 
tion. and every one suomitted to that determina- 
tion. The President's title rests upon teat. if now 
it should appear that there was a fraud which 
palpably affected the Electoral vote, and which:the 
Commission did not notice, aud if a legal remedy 
exists for correcting the error, you cannot believe 
that such a proceeding, under law, could lead to 
disturbance. If there be no such legal remedy ex- 
isting, and Congress should hereafter, by the ap- 
provalof the President, or by two-thirds of both 
Houses without that approval, provide one, why 
should the legal determination thereafter had any 
more produce disturoance than the decision of the 
Electoral Commission had! It is exactly because this 
is nut Mexico, and because the people prefer ae- 
termining by legal methods. aud. if legal methods 
have not been provided, to invent legal methods of 
determining them, and to submit to the determi- 
nation thus arrived at, taat this countrv 

CANNOT BE MEXICANIZED. 

Having acceptea the Electoral Commission, of 
course we were bound to submit to its results, buat 
we ought at least to be allowed to show, if such 
was the fact, that the returns upon which the Com- 
mission passed were procured by fraud. I admit 
that the Presidency is not worth a civil war. 
bat I have not believed there was any danger of 
suchawar. The generation who charged up the 
Higntws of Frederick and defended the works at 
Petersburg will pot go lightly into another civil 
straggic. We must get years furtber on before 
that will bappen. Ladmuitthe success of the Ke- 

ublican leaders. ‘liaving lala down when the 
Re Was Of our side. and when we ought to have 
stood up, it ie not for us now to stand up as long 
as the law remains against us.

FROM ACTION BY CONGRESS, 

No, no more than from action of the courts. Con- 
gress represents the peopie of the country, bat 
does not march before them.

Vhatever may result from tbe proporea investi- 
gation, you may de sure that nothing can result 
that will disturb either your flocks or your bal- 
ances. The trouble to capital. property, and free- 
com will come not, perhaps in your time or mine, 
but come at last from refusing to ingaire into 
frauds. To confront the evil, if you may not 
right it, is to prevent its repetition, To shut sour 
eyes to it supinely is to jeopardize, and not to pre- 
weTve, the future peace, safety, and prosperity of 
the country.

TUR FACTS OF THE INTERVIEW.

Wasuineron, D. C., May 27.—The sensa- 
tional dispatch furnished to several journals 
and telegrapaed widely last night in regard to 
interviews between Secretary Sherman and 
Anderson, the Supervisor of Elections of East 
Feticiana, is a fair specimen of the material on 
which Tilden’s Fraud Committee is expected to 
begin business.

But some 
national question was needed upon which to 
create a general row, and the title of President 
Hayes was selected as the point upon which to 
begin the attack and start the attempted revo- 
lution. The conspirators have skillfully used 
the press, the discontented Granger element, 
and the disorderiv laboring classes, and have 
really deceived well-meaning Democrats re- 
garding their true aims. There is said to be 
evidence in existence proving this conspiracy.

MISCEGENATION. 
A DISGRACEFUL ‘TATE OF AFFAIRS AT STAND-

WasuHineton, D. C., May 27.—Some weeks 
ago the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, in the 
presence of the President, declared that the 
soldiers at Standing Rock Agency had de- 
bauched the squaws, and that there was terrible 
demoralization, The charge was twice made by 
the Commisioner. It came to the knowledge of 
Gen. Terry, commanding there. An investiga- 
tion was ordered. The report of that fovesti- 
gation reached the War Department this morn- 
ing, having been forwarded to the Adjutant- 
General’s office through Gen. Sneridan. The 
Secretary of War and the Adjutant-General, 
alter carefully reading the ‘report, say that 
they cannot authorize its present publica- 
tion, on the ground that it contaius 
serious charges for which they do not wish to 
be responsible. It can be stated, however, that 
this voluminous report shows that the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, in making this whole- 
sale charge of immorality against the officers 
and men stationed ut Standing Rock, has 
CAUGHT A TARTAR. 
The investigation has been very complete. The 
Catholic priest stationed at the Agency, all the 
school-teachers, and the Chiefs of the tribe 
were examined; a census of all the half-breed 
children was taken, and it was discovered that, 
out of some eighty-two illegitimate hal f-breeds, 
there were but six whose fathers were 
soldiers. ‘Lhe paternity of the rest belonged 
to civilians about the post, and notably to some 
of the very pious Agents of the Indian Bureau. 
Tue charge of the Commissioner of indian 
Affairs that one-balf of the half-breed children 
at that post were the children of soldiers wil) 
VE TO BE WITHDRAWN, 
and the Commissioner will be obliged to 
examine into the morals of his own Agents. 
The iuregoing is a synopsis of the voluminous 
report transmitted by Gen. Terry. The army 
discipline is very strict as toimmorulities. Some 
time since similar charges were made against a 
Contract Surgeon and a Lieutenant ata Western 
post.

POISONED FISH. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Sr. Louis, May 27.—Within the past few days 
ten or twelve persons, living in various portions 
of the city, have been brought to the verge of 
eternity by eating poisoned smoked whitefish. 
On Friday evening, May 26, William Mugre and 
wife, who live at No. 2121 Carr street, partook 
of a small quantity of the fish for supper, and 
an hour afterwards their lives were despaired 
of. Mrs. Mugge had gone to a small jewelry 
store at No. 809 Franklin avenue to make some 
small purchase, and while there became sud- 
denly fll. A messenger was at once dispatched 
for her husband, who hastened to her, but, up- 
on arriving at the shop, was seized in the same 
manner. The symptoms of both patients were 
very similar. They experienced violent pains in 
the abdomen, accompanied by vomiting and 
headaches, and towards the last both became 
delirious. So serious was the attack that neither 
have yet been enabled toreturn home, being

provided with an apartment in the house in 


which the attack came upon them. They are 
attended by Dr. Heyer, a well-known physician, 
who thinks their recovery yet very doubtful. 
It is his opinion that the fish was 
allowed to spoil before itwascured. Mr. Mugge 
purchased the fieh at a small grocery, kept by a 
man named Blanke, within a few doors of his 
residence. 

The family of Josevh Roth, a cooper living in 
the same house with Mugge, was also slightly 
affected. The latter ate but little of it, having 
taken it for dinner on the same day that the 
family of Mr. Mugge ate it for supper. 

On Saturday afternoon Mrs. A. Martini, liv- 
ing at 207 South Third street, purchased some of 
the fish from the grocery of G. F. Garland, at the 
corner of Third and Myrtle, which produced on 
Sunday a result similar to the above. During 
the afternoon the daughter and two youngest 
sons went out to spend the afternoon with a 
friend, and, while there, picked up a German 
paper which contained an article stating that 
many of the smoked whitefish on sale in this 
city were poisonous. Remembering that her 
mother had purchased one, she hurried home 
to warn her against eating it. When she ar- 
rived there it was about 7 p. m., and was 
too late, for the balance of the 
family, Mr. and Mrs. Martini and 
two sons, Andrew, aged 16, and Fritz aged 14, 
had just finished their supper, having partaken 
heartily of the fish. Her story was laughed at, 
but, about midnight all who had taken supper 
at home were attacked with severe pains in the 
bowels, vomiting, and purging, which continued 
without intermission until dayiight. Upon ex- 
amining one of the boxes containing the fish, 
it was ascertained that it bore the trade-mark of 
L. Hansler & Bros., packers, No. 155 West 
Randolph street, Chicago. 

Mrs. Landecker, who keeps a boarding-house 
at the corner of Fifth and Hickory streets, and 
Maurice Lippestadt are suffering from the same 
cause. They purchased their fish from Charles 
Hauck, corner of Ninth and Winter streets. 
Tue Board of Health took action in the matter 
this afternoon, and preparations have been 
made to send officers to the various retail 
groceries all over the city to gather up the fish 
for the purpose of destroying them. The reta'] 
grocers bere all received their fish from J. R. 
Trask & Co., No. 505 Second street, St. Louis.

THE TORNADO.

‘Mapison, Wis., May 27.—The churches of 
this city will take up a subscription next Sunday 
evening for the benefit of the tornado sufferers. 
A general citizens’ fund is talked of, Clothing 
will be largely needed, as every family in the 
line of the storm is divested of every particle of 
wearing apparel, it being torn to shreds in the 
tops of neighboring trees. In neariy all the 
churches preachers referred particularly to the 
terrible disaster in their sermons last evening. 
Thousands of people are still visiting the scene 
of the wreck. Many farmers have their houses 
reroofed, and others are building temporarv 
shanties. All the farmers aleng the edge of 
the storm have their houses filled with sufferers, 
wounded and dying. There were many funerals 
yesterday at the rural cemeteries, and others 
will follow, as many of the wounded cannot 
live. 
Senator Barrows just returned from the 
Flambeau region. he storm first struck Eph 
Hackett’s farm on Flambeau River, forty miles 
west of. Phillips’, about 4 o’clock Thursday. 
It then sped northward, with great damage to 
the pine country for sixty miles, following up 
the river. Fallen timber is not necessarily in- 
jured. It will but involve an extra expenditure 
of 81 per 1,000 in getting out next winter. 
There are no scttlements in the line of the 
storm in Clark County. There was considera- 
ble wind and rain, but no great storm.

The General Assembly recognizes with great 
satisfaction the enterprise of the secular prese in 
obtaining and publishing religious and ecciesi- 
astica! news; also the ability with which 
it disousses and advocates measures in promotion 
of education, sound morals, and good order. 
At the same time, the Assembly oegs leave 
to call the ‘attention of those who control the 
secular press to the 1 and duty of giving 
less brominence to the details of crime, especially 
of all forms of licentiousness, as their publication 
tends to destroy delicacy of feeling, to corrupt the 
public mind, and to make that familiar and less 
repulsive which should always be viewed with ab- 
horrence. 

Adopted.

The Moderator then announced that the com- 
plainants and the counsel for the Synod of Cin- 
cinnati would be heard, the time being allowed 
being an hour and a half to each side, and Dr. 
Skinner proceeded to address the Assembly.

The new 
Southwestern pool has been working very satis- 
factorily thus far, but if the lowa pool goes out 
of existence it will have to go by the board also, 
and some new arrangement will have to be 
made. Mr. Gould made an effort about a y ear 
ago to break up the lowa pool, but he was not 
strong enough at that time to carry out the 
project. If he elects his six Directors at 
the forthcoming’ election of the Northwest- 
ern, on the 6th. of June, he _ will 
have a large enough majority in the Board 
ot this road to be abie to carry out all of his de- 
signs. The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacitic he 
already fully controls, and there will be no con- 
test at the annual election which occurs one day 
previous to that of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ero. 

There are some managers, however, who do

American Cattle and Hogs for England, 
Boston Herald, 

The City of Brietol, which has arrived from 
Liverpool, will be remembered as the tna, of 
the Cunard Line, many years ago, when she was 
on the New York route. Of late years she has 
been in the New Orleans and Philadelphia trade 
from Liverpool, and was, with the host of other 
steamers in English ports, laid up ont of serv- 
ice when she was bought by her present owners.

respect to persons and property.” Mr. Tuthill 
who cited the case of the Lilino:s Mutual Iusur- 
ance Company vs. Peoria, 20 III., 183, in which 
the Court treated as preposterous the claim of 
the Company that, by its charter. its agent was 
exempt trom paying a license. He also quoted 
Judge Cooley, Constitutional Limitations, 479, 
to the effect that Businesses, yccuvations, and 
professions are us equally the subject of taxa- 
tion as property, and have been as regularly 
taxed as any real or pérsonal propertv.“ How. 
then, could they be taxed! The Assessor could 
not assess them. The law had no provision for 
that, and he had no data on which 
to an assessment. Such taxation, there- 
fore, could only be by the Legislature, 
or when it had delegated to a municipal govern- 
ment its power, by the City Council, through a 
license upon the occupation. (Cooley ou Taxa- 
tion, 15, 20, 1.) 

Taxation upon occupations had never been 
exercised otherwise than by means of licenses. 
Such was the ‘practice of the State Courts, as 
well as the Unitea States Goverament, from the 
earliest times. The prohibition of, and police 
government bv. license or otherwise of certain 
callings, was left entirely to the States. The 
only purpose and opject of the license imposea 
by the National Government was the 
tuxation of the particular occupation. 
The right of a State, in briel, to tax its own 
citizens for the prosecution of any particular 
business or profession, within the State, had nev- 
er been doubted. Under the Constitution of I)1i- 
nois certain occupations might be licensed, not 
to ſegaltre them, but purely for purposes of 
taxation.—inecluding “persons or corporations 
owning or using franchises and privileges.’’ 
Some licenses upon occupations were tracehble 
only to the power of taxation, while others were 
traceable to the police power and the power of 
taxation. He maintained that these companies 
came under both these classes, and that the 
license fee imposed by the city ordinance 
was lawiul aud just, both as 
a tax upon the occupation and 
also as a proper exercise of the police power 
over au occupation which, in the language of 
the courts, was ‘affected with a public iuter- 
est,“ and, therefore, subject to such powers. 
Considered as a tax, it was lawful; first, be- 
cause the Constitution ot the State authorized 
the Legislature to tax “persons or corporations 
owning or using franchises or privileges“; sec- 
ond, because the Legislature might delegate 
this power to local municipal gvoveraments: 
and, third, because the Legislature had Actually 
delegated this power to the city in tic 
Charter in force when these Companies 
were first organized and permitted to occupy 
the streets of the citv, and also in 
the present City Charter. 
‘that there was auythine in the city ordinances 
permitting the companies to lay down their 
tracks, or in their charters toexempt them from 
taxation. 

Mr. TLuthil) next argued that the ordinance 
was warranted iu law as a proper and usual ex- 
ercise of the police power over an occupation 
subject thereto. The occupation of running a 
line of strect-carsin acity was one which the 
public safety and welfare demanded should be 
carried on subjeet at all times, day and night, to 
the direct supervision of the local police auth or- 
ities. Street-cars were places where violence, 
disturbances of the peace, andcrime were morc 
frequent and common than even in saloons or 
in variety theatres of the lower class. The sur- 
cessful and safe operation of the lines 
of street-railway in the City of Chi- 
cago required a greater amount of police care 
and supervision, aud occasioned greater extra 
expense on account thereof, than did the sa- 
loous and places of amusement in the city. 
Peaceablie citizens, who regarded their personal 
safety, could kecp away trom saloons aud varie- 
ty shows, and usually did so, while all must 
patronize and frequent street- cars. lu support 
of the statement that the occupation of running 
and operating strect-railway lines occasioned 
great extra and ‘liar expense to the City 
Government in the | police,service and supervis- 
ion over the same, and growing out of the 
same, made necessary in order to 
secure- the public welfare and safety, 
Mr. . Tuthill submitted affidavits from 
Supt. Hickev, Deputy-Supt. Dixon, and Licut. 
Frank Gerbing. The power to regulate and fix the 
compensation to be charged by a person or cor- 
poration, argued Mr. Tutaill, was always traced 
to the police power. There was nothing either 
in the ordinances of the city zranting to these 
companies the use of the public streets, nor yet 
in their cbarters, which, by any construction, 
could be deemed a release either by the city or 
State of its richt to exercise the police power 
over them by the requirement of neenses for the 
carrying on of their business. Only recently, 
Judge Drummond had refused an application to 
enjoin the city from setting aside its contract 
with the West Side was Company, on tne 
ground that it was beyond the power of onc 
Council to bind its successors by contract or 
otherwise. 

The power to enact such ordinances might be 
abused, but, in the language of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, because a power 
may be abused is no argument against its 
existenee.’’ All such ordinances must be rea- 
sonable and lawful, not oppressive; must be 
impartial, fair, and general; must not contra- 
vene common right, and must be consistent 
with public legislative policy. The question in 
this case was solely a question as to the power 
of the Council to pass any ordinance imposing 
any license fee upon the occupation of ruuning 
strect-cars. There was no allegation in the 
bills that the sum required by the ordinance in 
question was unreasonable in amount. 

At the close of Mr. Tuthill’s argument, 

JUDGE BECKWITH 

replied, contending that the only question for 
consideration in the case was whether the 
ordinance was a proper exercise of the police 
power. It was not, aud never had been, con- 
tended that corporations were not subject to 
such power in the same manner as individuals, 
but to call the ordimance an exercise of police 
power was not sullicient unless in fact it was 
so. Taxes could not be levied under the 
cuise of such power. Police regulations 
had for their — 1 the promotion of the 
security, protection, aud happiness ot 
the people. It would not be claimed 
that the happives or security, or 
protection of any one in Chicago was the reason 
for the imposition of tue license sought to be 
imposed upou the street-railroad companies. 

Its intent was simply to add tothe revenues of 
the city, and if such was a legitimate exercise 
of police power, so any other single occupation 
could be selected and subjected to imposition of 
licenses. Single establish:nents, like those of 
Field & Leiter and J. V. Farwell. could be se- 
lected for special taxation. The question then 

arose whether the city could raise revenue by 
an ordinance like that beiore the Court. 

Two propositions were to be consider- 
ed. First, Did the Constitution authorize 

the State to levy a tax in the manner proposed; 

and, second, it the State was authorized, bad 
its power in this respect been delegated to the 

city? Atthe time tne street-car company was 

incorporated the Coustitutiou provided that auc- 
tioveers, hackmen, and others, and persons ex- 

ercising franchises and privileges, might be 
taxed, and the power to suppress such occupa- 

tions was also included; but the city by this 
means never had the right to suppress a street- 
railroad. It was urged that the proposed ti- 
cense was a tax upon an occupation; 

but, if sought to be suppressed on 
that ground, it should be levied upon 
the occupation, and not upon the cars of the 
Company. Upon similar reasoniug, @ tax upon 
the harness or other property of the corpora- 

tion might be supported. Each one of the cor- 
porations before the Court owned and used 
tracks located, outside the city lunits. and yet 
the city authorities proposed to levy a license 
tax upon this property. If this could be sup- 
ported, then every city in the State might im- 
pose a license upon every steam car or engine 
which might pass through their limits in goiug 
from‘ove part of the State tothe other. Such 
steam cars and engines were subject to 
police wer in the same manner as 
ears used on street-railroads, but a license sim- 
piy for the purpose of raising revenue could not 
be levied upon such cars or engives bythe cities 
through which they passed. This would con- 
flict. with tne uniformity of taxation required 
by the Constitution. The State has never 
authorized the City Council to levy such a tax 
as that proposed. it Lad, on the contrary, en- 
tered into a contract with these companies. 
Tuev had paid for such contract, and were still 
paying for it; and it had long been settled tuat. 
whep aState entered into a contract with a man 
or corporation to perform a certain duty, and 
the State had been paid for it, it could pot go 
further and impose a tax upon the performance 
of such duty. The common law provided for 
the taxation of occupations, but, under the cir- 
eumstances he had narrated, the State itself 
eould pot impose a tax. 

Many 8 of dollars had been expended 
by the Company in performing their contracts. 
and they were entitled to charge five cents for 
each passenger carried. It could not be con- 
tended that the State could turn about and im- 
pose a tax so as to coverthe entire sum received 
for fares into its Treasury. The ordinance also 
proposed to tax cars not ip use as well as those 
used, and, if a legitmate exercise of taxing pow- 
cb. the amount of license might be double or 
treble, at the will ot the authority imposing 
the tax.

TUL DECISION, 

Judge Blodgett—Waen the first bill was 
brought by the North Chicago Company, I gave 
the bill some attention, and it occurred to me 
that. in attempting to impose this tax, th 
Council had been exercising extraordinary au 
questionable power. The arguments, able as 
they are on the part of the City Attorney, have 
failed to convince me to the contrary to-day. I 
still think that there is great doubt about the 
right of the city .authoritics to impose this 
livense tax. It is Palpavly and manifestly a 
revenue measure, not a police measure, It is 
au attempt to add to the income of the city. 
and not to preserve ordcr, and, as such, it is au 
indirect method of compelling the owners of 
this peculiar class of property to pay a 
larger income to tae city than the owners of 
other property. Inthe light of the iegitimacy 
of the ordinances of the city, which are con- 
tracts with the city, I have serious doubts as 
vet whether this measure can be resorted to for 
such purposes. At least I have such doubts 
upon the subject as that I think the mnjunctior 
already issued should remain in force, and that 
those vrougat by the other companies sovuid 
be issued according to the praver of the bill, and 
let the question be more fully argued, if the 
parties wish, at the final hearing, It would 
certainly be a great burden upon 
these corporations to be com pelled 
to pav this tax, and the Court, on the final 
heariug of this case,to hold that it was not 
valid. By so doing, the city would have received 
a large accessiou to its Treasury, which, under 
the presevt circumstances, it would be utterly 
unable, probably, to repay. These corporations 
would be compelled to contribute to the present 
pecessities of the city, without the means on the 
part of the latter to refund the money if the 
Court should hold that it is improperly assessed 
upon them, while the continuing of the injunc- 
tion in force will, at most, only delay the time 
that the city may exercise this right, if it shall 
be held to be a valid rigut which the city can ex- 
ercise. The motion to dissolve the injunction 
is, therefore, overruled, and the injunction in 
the other two cases will be granted according to 
the prayer of the petition.

Panis, May 15.—Last Saturday was a gala day 
at the Exhibition, particularly in the American 
section, that being the day when Gen. and Mrs. 
Grant with Mrs. Sartoris made their first visit 
to the vast show. The party included Gov. and 
Mrs. McCormick, Gen. and Mrs. Torbert, Gen. 
Noyes, Mrs. Thomas W. Evans, and some few 
more. Mrs. Sartoris is looking extremely well, 
her cheeks blooming with the true roses of En- 
gland. Mrs. Torbert wore a costume of dark 
green cashmere and stamped velvet, which set 
off her brilliant complexion to wonderful ad- 
vantage. Mrs. McCormick, who fg a very 
charming, slender, graceful blonde, is stili in 
very deep mourning.

Prominent amoug the articles that 
they display is a wagnificcut service maputac- 
tured by them for the bonanza King, Mr. J. W. 
Mackey. This gorgeous set. on whicn their 
workmen have been employed for over two 
years, comprises several hundred pieces, includ- 
ing nearly everv article that ever is or has 
been made of silver—punch bowl, soup turen, 
dishes, trays, tea things, spoons, forks, eft., 
in bewildering variety and number. All 
the work was done by hand, and thie rich 
floreated designs are all in full reliei. The tea- 
caddies, tall and three-siced, are verv elegant, 
and so is the exquisite tete-a-tete tea service, 


graceful and shapely and gorgeous in work- 


manship. This splendid service alone would 
form a very iull exnibit, but Messrs. Tiffany & 
Co. have vot confined their attention to that 
alone. Some superb vases and flagons iu the 
Japanese style attracted my special notice. One 
efthese has twenty-four dilferent layers of 
metal. An Iudiau rowing his canoe, all in dead 
silver, ig much admired by the Lurepean visitors 
to our department, Tae figure ip placed on a 
base of black marbic, on the site of which isa 
trophy formed of Indian weapous, comprising 
the shield, bow, quiver, tomahawk, etc. A 
splendid swan with outspread wings is intended 
tor a centre-piece for a dinner-table; the work- 
mansbip is Indian in character. These are but 
a few of the warvets of this magnificent exhibit, 
the whole not being yet unpacked and arranged. 
Ishall return toit at some future time, only 
premising that to this enterprising itirm 
bur section owes the honor of distancing 
the rest of the world in a very important 
branch of art industry. Members of the firms 
oi Chnstofle, of Paris, and Elkenton & Co., of 
London, have already come to ſuspect this dis- 
play, and frankly do justice to its supremacy. 
One of the Japanese Commissioners also testi- 
fied great admiration for the manner in which 
some of the characteristic excellences of the 
Japanese metal work had been reproduced, and 
in many points improved upon. 

The important exhibit of the Waltham Watch 
Company is not far from chat of Tiffany & Co., 
and makes a goodiy show ol velvet-lined cases 
aud tempting looking time-keepers. A little 
further on we come to the axes of the Douglas 
Company, of Boston, Mass. Arranged in pat- 
terns against a hign seren covered with dark 
blue velvet, this exhibit is not only important 
but tasteful and attractive: The same may be 
said of Field & Son’s display of tacks and shoe 
nails, which, set forth m a case with many 
divisions and with good contrasts between the 
different metals, is singularly artistic for so 
prosaic a branch of industry. 

The book department of the United States 
fills a cosy little niche that one might readily 
fancy to be a private library. Appletons con- 
tribution shows to good effect, particularly the 
stately volumes of his Enclyclopedia and his 
fine ‘Picturesque America.“ Lippincott has a 
small case, wherein are shown some of the 
choicest specimens of bindiug in the depart- 
ment and some of his most. prominent publica- 
tions. including his Gazetteer, the Variorum 
Sbakspeare“ and Alibone’s * Dictionary of 
Authors,“ all richly bound as befits the volumes 
prepared for the public gaze of the world out 
on a holiday. Ine most important article in 
the extensive exhibit of the Harpers is a set of 
Motley's works. very handsomely gotten up and 
inc losed in a case. 

Such are some of the few ſuteresting objects 
to be observed in the American Department. 
in regard to general arrangement, show-cases, 
etc., our section is remarkably attractive. In 
particular, our architect, Mr. Pettit, bas ar- 
ranged the awnings that shut out the sun with 
singular taste and good effect, the names of the 
different States being painted on the divisions 
in delicate colors, pale blue and brown predomi- 
nating. Our Commissioners are exceedingly 
active, intelligent, and energetic. And alto- 
gether, the American Department is a success— 
u thorouch and well-deserved success—reficct- 
ing credit on our manafaciures and our nation 
ality.

A LIFE OF TORTURE. 


Complets Anchylosis of All the Joints of a 
Man's Body and Limbs—Twenty-one 
Years In Bed, Without Once Being Re- 
moved from It. 

Lockport (. T.) Journal. 

In the year 1848, a boy then 18 years old, by 
the name of Jonathan R. Bass, lived with 
George W. Rogers, of this city, in a house on 
the ground now occupied »y the Lockport 
Journal Building. One evening, while on his 
way to a pasture-ficld above High street, for 
the cows, he was taken with a severe pain in 
the bottom of his richt foot. He supposed at 
first that a nail in bis shoe was hurting him, but 
upon examination he could tind nothing. That 
night apd for a number of days his foot was 
swolien very badly, and was exceedingly pain- 
ful, and then got better, but was more or less 
troublesome after that. In the fall of 1849 he 
went to Avon four months, but got no better. 
That winter he attended school at our Union 
School, and in the spring went to Buffalo for a 


time, meanwhile getting alittle worse. For a 
few months of the following summer, he was 


able to act as captain of u canal . which run 


between Bullalo ana Rochester. le did no 
work, however. After that he went to G. W. 
Eastinan’s commercial scbool:at Waterville, 
Oneidu County, and in 1853 kept books for 
HALL & CO., OF BUFFALO, 
but, continuing to grow worse. had to give up 
bis place, and came to his homeiu Cambria. In 
1854-5 he did a little writing for parties in 
Lockport. and in 1856 was very bad and suffered 
very much, all the joints of the body and limbs 
becoming more or less affected by this time. 
In 1852 be was put on an invalid bed, made by 
Moore & Glass, Of this city, from which he has 
never been removed. He could manage, how- 
ever, with a good deal of aifficulty, to feed 
himself for eicht years after that: since which 
time he has been ied with a spoon, which is 
quite a difficult task, as his jaws are tirmly set, 
and nothing thicker than a knife can pass them. 
Yet he eats almost everything that other peo»vle 
do, and is very bearty. Fat pork, fat beef, 
baked beans, potatoes, aud milk are his favorites. 
Being very much interested in the War. reading 
everything that came iu his reach. which be 
coula do by having it plaved on a rack before him, 
he so injured his eves that in 1869 he became 
blind, and has remuned so siuce. He talks 
without difficulty, is very intelligent, and con- 
verses freely upon any subject that he nas bad 
an opportunity to study up. The writer of this 
article called upon Mr. Bassa few days since 
and made a careful examination of his condi- 
tion, and found every joint entirely anchylosed, 
or 
GROWN INTO SOLID BONE, 

with the exception of his fingers and toes. The 
bones of the fingers of the right hand have been 
nearly absorbed, and the fiegh remaining is 
puffv and flaccid. In the leit dand not only the 
bones of the fingers but the bones of the whole 
band have undergone this same process of 
absorptiou. The finger-nails on this were grown 
out beyond the ends of the fingers three and 
oue-hal{f inches, giving a weird aud inhuman 
appearance to the band. The arms are straight 
down by his sides and uxed in tuts condition, 
and in the middle of the arm and fore-arm 
measured only tive inches in circum ference. 

Tne limbs are straight,—with a dislocation of 
the right hip joint,—but all firm and solid bone, 
the thigh measuring only eight and one-half 
laches around, 

The bones of the toes are absorbed the 
same as the hands, and the fdaccid toes droop 
and hang down like fringe. The spinat column 
is also perfectiy consolidated, thus rendering 
the body capable of being lifted by one’s bands 
under his head and heels without yielding or 
bending the sligntest whatever. ‘Lhe muscles 
are vot paralyzed, but their action sceas per- 
fectly under his control, as seen by the action of 
tue tendons and cords. 

The pulse is regular, beating seventy to the 
minute, stroug and full. All the vital organs 
are sound aud in active condition, thus -render- 
ing him capable of living mau vears longer. 
On the whole, this is probably one of the most 
remarkable cases ou record ip this or any otaer 
country.

To admit the possibility of a disturbance 
of the Presidential tenure as contingent 
upon the results of a partisan investigation 
organized for that express purpose, is to ad- 
mit the whdle case away. The object of the 
investigation is to find fraud which the 
Electoral Commission failed to notice, and 
upon that finding to correct the error” by 
which Haves, instead of Tux, holds the 
office of President. This is the plain mean- 
ing of the Porrsr letter. 


THE REVOLUTIONARY PROGRAMME. 

The New York Sun, with a very different 
purpose, takes the same view of the so-called 
investigation at Washington as that taken 
by Tue CHICAGO Trrsunz. It maintains that 
the movement is aimless unless it contem- 
plates an attack on President Harss’ title, 
with the ultimate purpose of deposing him 
from office. This is certainly the only log- 
ical view of the Porrer resolution. It is 
admitted that the investigation itself will 
involve an enormous outlay of public money, 
which should not be incurred for the mere 
purpose of a partisan advantage. It is 
admitted that the proposed line of investi- 
gation will be precisely the same as that 


upon a majority in both Houses. They de- 
sire, therefore, to drag out the ‘‘investiga- 
tion” beyond the endurance of the present 
Congress, and so enable their one-sided, par- 
tisan Committee to hold the result in abey- 
ance till the next Congress shall have been 
elected. They propose also to make the 
imvestigation secret, so that they can 
practice deception upon the people and use 
the pretense of fraud as an agent in the 
Congressional elections of the coming fall. 
It is said that they will have the active co- 
operation of Bum Born in all this, so that 
the Republicans will really be represented 
by only three members as against eight. 
But they ignore one essential feature of 
their work, viz.: They have made the issue 
of Revolution, whatever the result of the in- 
vestigation may be, and it will be on that 
issue that the American people will choose 
the next Congress. Every citizen who shall 
vote for a Democrat as a member of the 
next Congress will, in effect, vote, for Mexi- 
canization.

THE IMPOTENT AND MALIGNANT KA- 
JORITY INTHE HOUSE. | 

The programme of the Democratic party 
in Congress is to have no more legislation at 
this session,—to pass the Appropriation bills 
and devote the remainder of the time to a 
partisan, one-sided proceeding called an in- 
vestigation, to smirch the chdracfer of the 
President and some Republican leaders, aud 
then go home to howl until November of 
the great fraud committed on Sam Tripen. 
There is not a rational Democrat in the land 
who favors a trial of the Presidential title 
who is not in favor also of the Mexican plan 
of deposing the President whenever the ma- 
jority in Congress is personally opposed to 
him. The country has had enough of civil 
war, has had enough of armed revolution, 
it has heard enough of the bulldozing and the 
Returning Boards, and wishes to hear no more 
of them; and the neglect or refusal of Con- 
gress to pass legislation of vital importance 
for the purpose of firing the popular heart 
to the point of revolution to eject one Presi- 
dent and put in another will, as these men 
may soon wnat: arquse an outraged peo- 
ple in their own defense to punish such an 
act of treachery. 

Congress has been in session since the 
15th of October,—more than seven months, 
—and the only act of general legislation has 
been the act remonetizing silver, which was 
obtained not because of any disposition on 
the part of the Democrats, but because of the 
imperative demand of the people, expressed 
in such form as left no discretion to Con- 
gress. Besides that, there has been no general 
legislation, and for this neglect the House of 


The House acted vigorously enough in eject- 
ing half a dozen Republican members, legally 
elected, to make places for as marly Demo- 
crats who had been defeated; but to the 
appeal of the millions of depositors in the 
savings banks who ask for permission to de- 
posit their savings in the National Treasury 
the House is obstinately and defiantly deaf.

Let the people at the polls give 
these idle, incompetent, false, and treacher- 
ous Representatives that defeat they have so 
richly merited. 


THE WISCONSIN CYCLONE. 

The epoch of extraordinary events in the 
natural as in the political world seems to be 
at hand. An unusually warm winter for 
this climate was followed by a spring that 
finds no parallel for salubriousness in the 
history of the settlement of the Mississippi 
Valley. Nature appears to have been moody 
and erratic since the year of grace 1878 made 
itsadvent; now the midwinter months put 
on the genial airs of the summer solstice ; 
and now exchanging the zephyr’s grateful 
mildness for the destructive and devastating 
fierceness of the most powerful tornados ; 
and now most extraordinary exhibitions of 
the frenzy of the natural elements seem to 
be in order. The recent terrible explosion 
of the immense flouring-mills at Minne- 
apolis was caused by some powerful agent 
that has as yet escaped having the responsi- 
bihty fixed upon it by any of the 
experts, practical millers, Coroners’ juries, 
aud scientific investigators that have thus 
far testified in the case. Nobody knows 
whether the explosion occurred before the 
fire, or whether the fire caused the explosion, 
—the only thing that is certain is that there 
was explosion, fire, destruction, and death. 
An engineer in one of the neighboring mills 
who witnessed the departure of the roof of 


cates approaching dissolution, has been 
favorable to Russian interests, since it left 
the field of diplomacy open to the Czar and 
Count Scuovvatorr, who have always been 
more pacific than the pugnacious Premier, 
and neither of whom desire to precipitate a 
general European war. The course of Rus- 
sia in making these concessions has been 
eminently wise and well considered. She 
had nothing to/gain by a war with England; 
on the other hand, there was a possibility 
she might lose her present ground of van- 
tage. 

Vhatever issues may result from the 
meeting of the Congress, it is evident that 
Russia will reincorporate in her dominions 
the Bessarabian strip, which she lost in 1855, 
—a loss which has been almostas humiliating 
to her as the loss of Alsace and Lorraine has 
been to France. The certainty, however, 
that such a retrocession will be made has 
already transformed Roumania from an ally 
into an enemy, because the territory must 
come from her, she receiving in exchange a 
strip of the Dobrudscha marshes that she 
does not want. In case of war with En- 
gland, as Russia could not use the seaboard, 
she would have to go through Roumania, 
and the latter being hostile she would be 
compelled to occupy the territory.

forces. Under the most favorable circum- 
stances, therefore, it would be a terribly ex- 
hausting war for Russia. Even if she should 
succeed in retaining her hold upon Bulgaria 
and forcing a peace upon anything like the 
terms of the San Stefano treaty, it could 
only be at the cost of an immense increase 
of her indebtedness, utter financial disor- 
ganization, and enormous loss of life. The 
most that she could get at the end of such a 
war would be very little more than she is 
entitled to expect at the hands of the Con- 
gress. In such a war she would have to en- 
counter another risk that has always stared 
her in the face, without the possibility of 
which England would never have plucked up 
courage to make so decided a stand. Even 
before war with England was threatened, it 
was with the utmost difficulty that the 

fteen millions of Hungarians were pre- 
vented from actively espousing the cause of 
the Turks. If Austria should make common 
cause with England, her way across the fron- 
tier into Poland on the one side and through 
Transylvania into the Sclavi¢ provinces on 
the other would be unobstructed, while Rus- 


A 
white man convicted of rape was 
subject to imprisonment; a negro guilty of 
rape on awhite woman was hanged. Ap- 
prentice laws were passed with exclusive ap- 
plication to the blacks, in which preference 
was given to former masters; authority was 
conferred upon the masters for flogging and 
pursuit, as in Slavery times; jurisdiction 
awarded to the Justices for arresting and re- 
turning to their masters the escaped ap- 
prentices ;” punishment provided by fine, 
imprisonment, and forfeiture of wages for 
attempt at escape, — in fact, all the conditions 
of Slavery without the name. The Vagrant 
acts.were limited to the negro population, 
provided for the arrest of all unemployed 
blacks, and empowered the Sheriff to hire 
out the freedmen for the payment of the fine 
imposed. A poll-tax was levied, which was 
designed to prevent the negro from 
voting. Refusal to pay taxes was, in 
the case of the black man, construed 
as an evidence of vagrancy, and the delin- 
quent was hired out till he earned such tax, 
at whatever wages the whites chose to give. 
It was made a penal offense for a negro to 
carry arms of any description in a country 
where every white man was a walking 
arsenal, The immigration of negroes into a 
State was prohibited except under a bond of 
two freeholders in the sum of $1,000, asa 


surety for the immigrant’s good behaviog§} 


and self-support. The black laws were so 
obnoxious to justice, and so palpably in- 
tented to keep the negro in a condition of 
involuntary and unremunerated servitude, 
that Gen. Sicxies, in South Carolina, and 
Gen. Terry, in Virginia, issued general 
orders prohibiting the enforcement thereof. 
These are the conditions that the Mississippi 
fire-eaters will reimpose upon the blacks if 
they shall gain an assurance of support in a 
general Democratic control of the National 
Government.

In every possible aspect of the case, Russia 
has been wise to make the concessions de- 
manded by England and leave the actual 
results of the war to be determined by the 
Congress. England now will be forced to 
show her hand and indicate categorically the 
changes she desires. She cannot expect to 
undo the whole treaty of San Stefano, or to 
turn the Christians back under Mohammedan 
rule. Neither France, Italy, nor Germany would 
consent to it. It is not probable that the 
Congress will make any radical changes in 
the provisions of the treaty. The indemnity 
may be lessened somewhat, or at least 
adjusted upon such a basis as not to preju- 
dice the claims of European bondholders. 
Russia may be asked to surrender Batoum, 
and the proposed boundaries of Bulgaria 
may be changed at least so as to cut off the 
new seaport on the Egean Sea, There is 
no doubt that Bosnia and Albania, as well as 
Thessaly and Epirus, will be made better 
off than they are, under the treaty. These 
changes, however, are as nothing when com- 
pared with the cost of a general war. 
Russia can well afford to submit her 
claims to the Congress. She has won great 
victories, recovered her prestige, and re- 
established her positions that were shattered 
by the wars of a quarter of a century ago. 
She hasliberated 4,000,000 of Christians 
and has recovered Bessarabia, and she can 
now abide the decisions of the Congress 
without any shock to her amour propre. By 
going into the Congress, England is bound. 
Whatever may be the decisions of the ma- 
jority with regard to the provisions of the 
San Stefano treaty, she must submit. 
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conservatism and conformance with fhe new 
civilization growing out of the suppres- 
sion of Slavery and the elevation of 
the blacks to political equality.

the Washburn Mill skyward when the catas- 
trophe occurred, caught the hight to which 
it ascended by some stationary objects near 
by, and afterwards, with his instruments, 
fixed the distance at something over 900 
feet. Some parts of the timbers were landed 
in St. Paul, five miles away. If the mill had 
been filled with gunpowder and ignited, the 
result could not have been more disastrous. 
Compared with such a powerful and uncon- 
trollable agent, whatever it may be, 
gun-cotton and nitro-glycerine are rela- 
tively safe and easily managed com- 
pounds. In the Minneapolis disaster there 
was a union of mechanical or artificial causes 
with those that are natural or unknown; 
but in the terrific cyclone that swept over a 
certain portion of Wisconsin last week, the 
simple but terrible elements of Nature held 
high carnival, bringing destruction, devasta. 
tion, and violent death. It was an exhibi- 
tion of force and power sufficient to appall 
the bravest heart, and in its scientific as- 
pects affords a subject of the greatest inter- 
est to the mind of the careful investigator. 
These two extraordinary events, one occur- 
ring in Minnesota and the other in Wiscon- 
sin, in close proximity to each other in re- 
gard to time, and both unprecedentedly dis- 
astrous to life and property, will be asso- 
ciated together in the public mind for some 
time to come,—marking an era in men’s lives 
with indelible accuracy, and fixing a perma- 
nent date in the history of the localities 
where they occurred. 

Some characteristics of the Wisconsin cy- 
clone were very marked. One eye-witness 
describes its progress through the country as 
an immense bounding ball of dense black 
clouds,—now rising high in air and skipping 
over considerable space of country, and now 
descending again upon the earth witha terrific 
violence that no human work could with- 
stand, crushing buildings as if they were 
made of straw, or tossing them like feathers 
into the upper regions of the air and tearing 
them to atoms.

THE LOST CAUSE IN MISSISSIPPI. 
In another column we reprint an article 


from the Vicksburg (Miss.) /leraid, a Demo- 
cratic newspaper, which is significant be- 
cause it indicates the existence of a class of 
irreconcilable Bourbons m the South who 
propose that Democratic success shall re- 
assert the State-Sovereignty doctrines and 
contest the constitutional amendments. This 
article is scarcely less significant, however, 
in indicating at the same time that the 
irreconcilables will find an opposition in the 
Democratic party from conservative and 
rational men, who will insist upon the full- 
est acquiescence in the legitimate results of 
the War. The Herald refers to the Columbus 
Democrat, the Okalona States, and other 
Demecratic newspapers throughout the 
State, as the Bourbon organs that de- 
mand a virtual restoration of the con- 
ditions of Slavery. They insist upon the right 
af the State to pass laws that are at vari- 
ance with the constitutional amendments. 
They deny that these amendments were 
legally and lawfully adopted, and claim that 
fraud and coercion were employed to secure 
the necessary ratification by three-fourths of 
the States. They maintain that the former 
slaves were never lawfully liberated, and that 
the right of suffrage was not constitutionally 
given to them.

THE COAL CREEK MASSACRE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Covinoton, Ind., May 27.—No little anxiety 
and interest have been evinced by the people as 
the day approached for the trial of the Coal 
Creek murderers, and long before the hour 
small crowds were collected in different places 
discussing it in all its phases, but all being 
unanimous in the opiniou that it would be a 
long and difficult task to get a jury. The Court 
opened at the appointed time, and immediately 
began impaneling the jury, and by noon had so 
far succeeded as to only have one vacancy, 
but did not succeed in getting 
one that was accepted by both 
sides till the middle of the afternoon. The jury 
is composed, with two exceptions, of honest, 
well-to-do farmers, who stand high in the coun- 
try for men of intelligence and judgment, the 
other two being mechanics, one a biacksmith 
and the other a bricklayer,—both exceptionally 
good men, and the public fee! safe in trusting 
the case te their decision, feeling confident that 
justice will be done. After the preliminary 
statements had been made, the State entered 
upon the examination of its witnesses, and the 
evidence that was adduced isin substance the 
same as on the former trial, but the State is 
using every means to induce witucsses 
to make contradictions, but as yet 
without any success. At the adjournment 
of the Court for the day the Judge gave to the 
jury some very explicit instructions as to their 
duty and conduct while acting in that capacity. 
They were then given in charge of a Bailiff, 
sworn for that purpose, who was instructed not 
to allow the jury to separate or hold any com- 
munication withany one, and in case — 
were either received or sent the Judge was to be 
apprised of the fact, nor were they to be allow- 
ed to read any newspapers <dontaining any 
article bearing upon this subject, unless such 
article was cut therefrom. The jury are now in 
custody of the Bailiff, and are lodged in the 
Sheriff's residence, a portion of the jail, where 
8 comtort and convenience has been pro- 
vided.

PRX AS. 


Points in Williamson County—Fertility of 
the SoileAustin, the State Capital—San 
Antonio and the Alamo. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

San AnTon10, Tex., May 21.—On the 17th 
inst., accompanied by Day K. Swith, J. P. 
Young, D. Henry Shelden, and E. Hamilton, of 
the Scandimavian paper, of your city: A. J. 
Mitchell, of Englewood: L. L. Irons, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind.; and H. B. Kouse, of Peoria, I 
passed over the splendid line of the Interna- 
tioual & Great Northern Railroad from Pales- 
tide to the Town of Taylor, at which point 


we took a  birdseye view of a coun- 
try which, in regard to beauty and 
richness of soil, is without a peer. 


At this point we met a gentleman from Phila- 
delphia who had just closed a purchase of 300 
acres of wild prairie, adjoining the Village of 
Taylor, for which he paid $19 per acre; and we 
saw a tract near by, of 1,000 acres, recently pur- 
chased by your citizen, J. R. Hoxie, for which he 
paid $10 or 811 per acre. Taylor is about one 
year old, bas only about 300 or 400 people, but 
has a promising future. It is in Williamson 
County. Two very respectabie churches are in 
process of erection, and several pretty dweliings. 

Passing thence to Round Rock, inthe same 
county, atown of about 1,500, the same general 
features meet the eye,—rich rolling prairie, 
dotted with groves of live-oak, pecan, and other 
timber peculiar to the South. After an S o’clock 
breakfast, caten with keen relish, we took our 
places in fine carriages, pressed into service, by 
telegraph from Taylor, by Col. Day K. Smith, 
and passed over the country to Georgetown, 
the county-teat of Williamson County, and 
thence back to Tavilor,—a distance in the circuit 
of twenty-five miles. 

Thus we are prepared to judge of that county. 
Much of it is as well improved as any part of 
Illinois, aud a more beautiful country or more 
fertile soil does not exist. Wheat and oat 
fielas, ready tor the sickle, or already in shock, 
interlaced with helds of deep-green’ corn, 
bounded only by the strength of vision, 
made up the landscape, with rolling swells of 
grove to relieve. These are the features of the 
county, relieved only by tracts of similar char- 
acter of soll, yet awaiting the band of toil to 
develop. 

A larger growth of wheat, oats, aud corn 1 
have never seen in the North. I saw thousands 
of acres of coru from eight to twelve feet high, 
in tassel and silk; wheat that I measured, 
standing six feet; and vats five feet and eight 
inches, with heads twenty-two incbes in length, 
that are said by farmers to yield from eighty to 
100 bushels per acre. Men at the North will 
say this is an ezaggerution; but let me remind 
them that Nature in this climate produces 
everything on a larger scale, aud rests but 
little. 

Un Saturday, the 18th, we reache@ Austin, the 
present Capital of Texas, and made the Ray- 
mond House our home for the Sabbath. Austin 
is a moderu- built town of about 16,000 people, 
with broad aud cleanly streets, laved by the 
waters of the Colorado, forced by the Holly 
system irom its deep bed up about 100 feet on 
to the high, oval streets of the town’s centre, 
where aportion of the water is coustantly 
allowed to flow from the hydrants, and ripple 
down the sides of the streets to its native bed, 
thus keeping the streets constantiy cleansed. 
The river sweeps around the city on the west 
avd south,—its current worn to a great depth, 
with a narrow interval, and backed by high 
bluffs and rugged scenery, contrasting strauge- 
ly enough with the level country you pass just 
before cutering the town. 

The solendid business blocks and palatial 
residences of Austin make one forget that be is 
1500 miles south of Chicago, in a land where, 
lifty years ago, a race greatly inferior an civiliza- 
tion were its sole occupants. 

As pu strike out from this truly charming city 
toward San Antonio, which we did by étage, 
you cross the river on a bridge several hundred 
feet long and more than sixty feet high, span- 
ming not only the stream, but the veliey, in or- 
der to give room for the river’s antics. It has 
been known to rise fort feet in a single day, 
filling the valley,—but doing no d e. as 
nothing short of a Noab’s flood can injure town 
or country around. 

For the first forty miles toward San Antonio 
the country is well improved, rich in soil, roll- 
ing, and often picturesque and beautiful. 
Wheat, oats, corn, cotton, and potatoes deck 
the country, and all of luxuriant growth. 

After a ride of eighty miles, we made the 
port of the Menger House, at San Antonio. Its 
dining-room is presided over by William Cox, 
formerly connected with one of the Chicagu 
hotels, and not long since with the Woodman 
bakery, of your citv. 

We found the streets of San Antonio lined 


cpositers by loaning money on 


with teams from Mexico. loaded with cotton or 
buffalo-imdes, being exchanged for merchandise 
or lumber, to be taken ack across a waste of 


150 es, the nearest point to strike 
the Mexican line, and thence penetrat- 
ing their own domain, many hundreds more. 


Each load was drawn by teu mules, driven by a 
Mexicdu, closely resembling our Northern Iu- 
dian, only less ip size, and a litte darker, 

Great activity prevails in the gen streets 
of this city, it showing Ore signs ot business 
life than any pomt since leaving 0. 

The older residences and buginess-shops are 
one-story structures, but those more recent are 
high and imposing. All re neat and cleanly, 
save in the negro and Svagish portions. Many 
of the moderv buildiugg, both for business and 
residence, are built a stove found here in 
great abundance, #eautiful in hue and texture. 

The old mjssion-house of the Alamo is still 
preserved, aud occupies à very centrai ition. 
As I eutered tts silent portals, I seemed to hear 
the groans of the 180 brave Texan patriots, 
under the lead of Col. Traverse. Col. Crockett, 
and Bowie (the latter the inventor of the Bowie- 
knife), who yielded up their lives ou the6th day of 
March, 1880, by the most brutal massacre re- 
corded in history. But oae man (Rose) of all 
that num ber escaped. On the eleventh day of 
the siege, when it was evident that 
Santa Anna, with his 6,000 bloodthirsty Mex- 
ican savages, would soon make a breach in the 
battered walls, Traverse drew upon the ground a 
death-line, aud invited all whe would stay aud 
die with him to come to him across the line, and 
all who wished to leave, and to attempt escape 
by breaking the enemy’s lines, to stay on the 
other side of the line. All crossed to the 
brave Colonel but one (Rose). He scaled 
the walls, crossed the lines, speaking 
Spanish to the pickets, aud escaped, 
The brave Col. Bowie, then lying on his couch, 
sick with fever, begged to be carried across the 
line, aud was slain with bis comrades, after dis- 
patching with his fecble band two of the as- 
sailants. 

The country in this section is splendidly wa- 
tered. On the way from Austin you cross nu- 
merous small streams,—the River Blanco, mad 
and rapid; the St. Marcus, about seventy-five 
feet wide. deep, and rapid, formed entire) 
from a spring near the roadside : the Coma 
River, of equal size, bursting irom its hiding 
place in the earth, near the road. Aud in San 


Antonio, with: its weird surroundings, 
two rivers unite, and flow in such 


a zigzag course as to deseribe a path within the 
city of about fourteen miles to gain three, and 
still so rapid as to form several splendid water- 
powers. The San Pedro gushes trom its rocky 
prison in the city’s limits, pure and clear us the 
‘* waters of life,.“ —ouly a little too warm to be 
— and the San Antonio rises from oue 
mmense spring about miles from the 
city, and unites with the Sau Pedro as it enters 
the town. 

To-day our party bave taken a general view of 
this ancient city and its surroundings, visited 
many other places of interest besides tac 
Alamo, aud made the brief acquaintance of 
several gevtiemen who have beeu long in the 
country. 

‘To-morrow we go to Galveston, and it is pos- 
sible you may hear from me again, but not so

** HURRICANES” AT HOOLEY’S. 

Mr. Bronson Howard's new comic drama was 
produced for the first time last evening before 
an audience which crowded the parquette and 
circle, more thao half filled the balcony, and 
sprinkled itself around the gallery. We occa- 
sionally hear of audiences that are “large and 
fashionable,”’ and of some that are brilliant 
and attenttve,“ others that are “earnest and 
appreciative, and occasionally of those that 
are ‘appreciative and demonstrative.’ 
There was a happy combination of 
them all assembled at Hooley’s last night, and 
certainly an author could hardly bave wished 
for a more cordial and evidently uppremeditated 
reception than was given to Hurricanes ” from 
all parts of the house. It does not often hap- 
pen in these evil days and evil times that audi- 
ences are willing to give the reins of its lu- 
auguration into the author's hands, and be 
pleased they know not why and care not where- 
tore. But such was the case in this instance, 
and the consequence was that the new play was 


greeted with exuberant responsiveness. The 
author was called for at the end of the see 


ond act, and, according to the old-fash- 
joned custom in such cases, he sim- 
ply desired to bow bis acknowledgments 


and retire. But the cail was repeated so often 
that he felt called upon to utter a few words 
expressive of his sense of the gratification he 
had derived from their generous treatment of 
the latest heir of his invention. At the same 
time a handsome floral stand was presented to 
the author from triends in the audience. All 
this formed a very agreeable interlude, and 
Was probably a source of pleasure to all con 
cerned. 

Mr. Howard’s comic drama has for its 
foundation a theme which, however well 
worn, never has been, and probably never will 
be, utterly threacbare. Itts a comic exposition 
of the troubles that are likely to follow, in do- 
mestic lifc, or in lives that are approaching the 
3 domestic phase, any wandering from 
the rule laid down by the Father of his Coun- 
try,—never tell a lie. We do not imagine that 
the author had just this aim in view when ne 
9 „Hurricaues,“ or that he wrote it to 
inculcate a moral of any sort, —to cramp its use 
He evident- 
ly meant to write something that might be 
amusing, and he has succeeded. An old sub- 
ject bas been handled with exceeding clever- 
ness, aud iu a novel way. There are remtuis⸗ 
cences of familiar comic situations, scraps of 
stage dialogue which occasionally remind an old 
play-goer of things gone by, and the evyeriast- 
ing mother-in-law is introduced aa the pivotal 
comic situation round which allthe other sit- 
uations revyol¥Ve. But it would be idle to eu- 
deavor to convey in paragraphic shape the 
essence of the fun that makes up this essential- 
ly farcical drama. Briefly, it relates, in extrava- 
gant fashion, the direlul complications into 
which four males tind themselves by pretending 
to have been oveupied in legitimate pursuits 
in the city, when in reality they 
had been engaged in a lark at a public masquer- 
ade-ball. How .they endeavor to extricate 
themselves by inventing aud multiplying lies, 
and thus land themselves ever deeper in the 
mess; how the mother-in-law circumvents their 
schemes, and produces discords where all was 
about to be harmony; now the best-laid schemes 
of the well-meaning but guilty revelers are 
frustrated by an untimely arrival; and how they 
have all to begin over again, and eventually be 
brought down to a basis of solid truth,—ail this 
is told with frolicsome humor, and with a 
skill in the construction of the play which 
keeps alive the interest of the spectator through 
three acts. ‘Tne dialogue throughout is full of 
spicy savings, which were caught up by the au- 
dience last evening with evident relish, and the 
situations are abounding in humorous sugges- 
tiveness, which ovly your extremely strait- 
laced people could find to contain any impro- 
priety. They were often anticipated by the 
house, which was an indication of the author’s 
happy knack in leading well up to an expected 
potnt. 

The piece was well rendered by the company, 
aud, for a first performance, was uuvusuallv 
smooth, Without specifving the individual 
peculiarities of the cast for the present, we pre- 
sent the names for the information of those 
who desire to see the play during the present 
week:

CALIFORNIA FINANCES. 

The Sacramento Savings Bank recentiy refused 
deposits because it could find no profitable use for 
the money. Thie isa symptom of a strange state 
of affairs for California. The prosperity of that 
State has ecemed to defy the vicissitudes that have 
been seen in other communities. The panic did 


not apparently touch California, and, as it had 


escaped the creenback inflation, it was thought it 
might escape the reaction. Californians bave 
‘gone on speculating as frecly since 1873 as be- 
fore, and even the failure of the Bank of Califor- 
nia did not produce any general shock. 
To cool observers, the condition of Califor- 
nia finances and business has seemed feverish 
and unnatural. A community in which speculation 


run unchecked among all classes was not in a safe 


state. But the California papers let no expression 
creep into type that gave any intimation that Cali- 
fornia did not enjoy rock-rovted prosperity. Here 
_ is @ specimen from the San Francisco Herald of 
the financial and commercial articles that have 
been put out by the California press as reliable re- 
ports of the condition of business. The Heraid 
declares that San Francisco ‘‘ merchants for the 
most part are flush of ready cash, and prefer to 
discount their time purchases than to give a note. 
Loans upon first- class real estate are readily 
obtainable at the savings institutions, and 
business affairs are steadily improv- 
ing. Crop. ! on the Pacific 
Slope were never more promising, Agricultur- 
lets ace jubilant at the glorious prospect presented, 
and this cneery feeling seems to permeate all trade 
departments.” Outsiders have a very different 
picture to show. The San Francisco correspond- 
ent of the London Tinas, by no means an unf end- 
ly observer, says in a recent letter that ‘*‘ there 
was never known in the history of California a 
period of greater depression than the present. We 
may refer it to the excessive drought of last sea- 
sou, and to the effects of over-population and 
cheap labor. But it is manifest that a deeper 
cause than any of these may be found in the fact 
that the people generally have lost heavily in min- 
ing speculations, and that, while a few have been 
ebriched, it has been at the expense of the com- 
monity et large. But we do not have to rely 
upon newspaper correspondeuts for the informa- 
tion that the bosiness interests of California 
are greatly depressed. The simpie statement that

We note that a very — proportion of the 
above receipts of conn were graded as rejected. 
The reason 1 the fact that country holders have 
forwarded all they could scrape together, and ob- 
tain care for, in the hope of realizing the May pre- 
mium. They apparently forgot that the May pre- 
mium existed only on No. 2, and thet damp corn 
will not pass into that grade. 

The leading produce markets were active yester- 
day, and irregular. Provisions were somewhat 
firmer, under a better demand, as it wae believed 
that strong parties are taking hold of pork after 
allowing it to go by defauli, nearly to zero. 
Breadetuffe were weak, the markets being de- 
pressed by larger receipts of grain, but 
there was a better demand at the decline. 
a good many parties buying in the belief that prices 
have gone about low enough for the present, The 
British markets were easier, and consois again 
higher, with a slight advance in the paper price of 
United States gold, but the chief influence at work 
was the fact of big receipts here. Of course it 
was not expected that the experience of yesterday 
will be often repeated in the near future. The 
grain has been rushed in to fill May sales, or to be 
sold before the expiration of this month, in order 
to realize the rather big premium recently ruling 
in wheat and corn. The shipments of yesterday 
were moderately large in volame. 

Jobbers of dry goods had nothing new to report. 
There was a good seasonable demand for staple and 
fancy articles, and the general market maintains 
the steady tone that has characterized it since the 
opening of the season. Groceries were ordered 
with fair freedom both by ths city and country 
trade, and were quoted steady and unchanged. 
Dried fruits and fish were im fair request, with 
prices ranging about as before. Butter continued 
active, but was less firmly held, owing to the con- 
tinued large receipts. Inthe cheese market there 
was a lack of activity, and prices averaged rather 
lower. Fallcreams are now quoted at 84,@0c, 
and skims at 5@7\%c. Nothing new was noted in 
the leather, tobacco, bagging, coal. and wood mar- 
kets. Oils were fairly steady, with a good business 
doing. Paints and coiors were quoted steady and 
unchanged, 

The cargo lamber market was active and firmer. 
piece stud and inch advancing about 25c per 1. 000 
ft. The offerings were small, and sald quickly. 
The yard market was steady. Wool and broom- 
corn were quiet. being in small request only at 
the current quotations. Seeds were quiet, ex- 
cepting clover, which was in better demand and 
firmer. Hides were rather quiet and steady. 
Green fruits were active and steady. A larger 
variety of small fruits was on the street, but, ex- 
cepting the strawberries, the smaller kinds sold 
slowly.

FIRES AT SEA. 

The mind of the public has been a good deal ex- 
ercised of late by the increase in the dangers at- 
tendant upon those who brave the perils of the 
deep, owing to the numerous cases of explosion 
and consequent fire in coal-laden ships and in the 
coal-buukers of steamers. To account for the 
numerous disasters which have occurred from 
this cause, various theories have been ad- 
vanced; the gaseous quality of the coal 
and want of practical ecilence displayed in 
its stowage in the vessel receiving perhaps the 
major portion of che blame. Anotuer supposed 
cause is pow drought to light by Capt. Elsden, of 
the ship Zamora, which on Saturday, May 4, was 
loading coal at Birkenhead for Point de Galle. 
While taking in the cargo a piece of fuse (ap- 
parently miners’ blasting fuse) was discovered 
among the coal, which the Captain believes to be 
in itself quite sufficient to set on fire any coal- 
laden ship, either by heat or friction. Mm writing 
to the Shipping Gazette on the subject, Capt. 
Eleden conciudes his letter as follows: ‘*Nota 
doubt rests in my mind that many a ship that has 
left our toal-loading vorts has been lost (burnt) 
by this neglect of the miners. —Aontreai Herald.

We all know that the Rebellion wiped out their 
stock, aud left them, as a party, hopelessly 
bankrupt. In 1872 they went through bank- 
ruptcy under Greeley, and cleaned up (by eat- 
ing crow), as they had hoped, their ac- 
cumulated indebtedness to the country. Starv- 
ed and poverty-stricken, they sought relief in 
Sammy’s barrelof money in 1876. But, like 
adventurers in business, they spreadit to them, 


but milked encouragement enough out of their 


effort to hope that by some additional eccumu- 
lations they might set up in business on their 
owu account as before they made such a wreck 
of their political fortunes in the rebellion ven- 
ture. Now comes rotter to the rescue with bis 
circus and menagerie combined, in hopes that it 
will be a paying dodge, and give them capital to 
secure a controlling interest In the Government 
they sought to ruin. 

Now, Mr. TRIBUNE, we ought not to be too 
severe ou these adventuruos speculators in 
politics. It is unfairtocrowdthe managers as 
hard as the ignorance and stupidity of Carter 
Harrison did, when he wanted them to stultify 
themselves by declaring that they had no in- 
tention of assailing President Hayes’ title to 
his office.| What if they did not have? It would 
not do for them to declare it, for such a declara- 
tion would be to letali the milk out of the 
cocoanut they intended to crack, and abso- 
lutely admit that their investigation dodge was 
as big a farce as old Tilden’s claim as a reform- 
er. Carter Harrison and Goudy ought to have 
had more sense than to have presumed for a 
moment that the Democratic party would pro- 
claim and publish to the world that its investi- 
‘gation circus was oply for political effect, hav- 
ing no other object or purpose than to give an 
opportunity to promulgate a Democratic lie 
having the authority of a Congressional Com- 
mittee report. Democracy has done a great 
many very foolish things, and run its neck into 
a great many political nooses, the tightening of 
which has produced a very uncomfortable sen- 
sation around the neck of their political 
body. But had the Carter Harri-

Another Instance or the Folly of Ju- 
venile Marriages:’

At an early hour yesterday morning the Town 
of Hyde Park came very furnishing a mur- 
der to add to the long list of crimes which have 
appeared tipon the court dockets during the past 
few months in this county, and to swell the 
population of Murderer’s Row” in the County 
Jail. Thi history of the transaction may be 
summeéd up briefly. 

About a year ago Mr. N. T. Johnson, who 
bad deen a resident of Hyde Park for three 

ears or more, purchased the property that now 
‘Dears the name of the St. Julien,” a sort of 


hotel or road-house in the northern outskirts of 


the South Park, and since that time he has run 
ff} as a road-house,—a sort of half-way 
place, where people driving might stop for 
nourishment for man and beast, and also a re- 
sort for partics who might desire to drive out 
evenings and have suppers in a quiet manner, 
with a bottle or soof wine. Mr. Johnson claims 
that no persons of questionable character have 
ever been permitted to make use of bis house, 
and that everything has been kept quiet. Yet, 
he has had trouble of late with the Hyde Park 
authorities in the matter of license, which has 
wrought, his mind up considerably. 

As regards Mr. Jobnson’s domestic relations, 
they are represented to have always been ex- 
tremely pleasant, with one exception. He mar- 
ried his wife when he was just 30 years of age, 
and his wife was over 20. 

HE NAD A DAUGHTER, 

of whom he was excessively, fond, and he lav- 
ished upon her all the advantages which were 
requisite to fit her for a good position in life. 
She was a pupil for ten years in the excellent 
convent at South Bend, Ind. She returned home 
about a year ago, and was regarded as a very ac- 
complished and attractive young lady. She vis- 
ited a schoolmate in the city, and while there

the two. His name was Bryson J. Reynolds, 
and he was a traveling agent for 
a commercial house in Chicago. He hailed 
from St. Louis. where Mr. Johnson stated he 
had a good family, all the members of which 
were highly respected by the community in 
which they resided. ; 

The young man spoke of his attachment to 
the parents of the voung girl, and asked them 
for their sanction to a marriage. This they re- 
fused, on the ground that both were much too 
young to think ot such a thing, and they dis- 
couraged the youth’s visits to their daughter. 
Young Reynolds was not discouraged, and the

RESOLVED TO ELOPE. 

They ran away one bright evening last Au- 
gust and were married. The parents of the 
bride were almost distracted. In their uncer- 
tainty they were suspicious, and they greatly 
feared that their daughter had been ruined and 
dishonored, and themselves disgraced. The 
heart-broken lather scoured the country from 
point to point in search of the runaways, while 
the mother remained at home in anxious and 
sleepless waiting for the return of her 
darling. At length thev were found in Phila- 
delphia, and represented themselves as man and 
wiie, were forgiven by the father, and were be- 
sought to return to the paternal roof.

Finally, through the exertions of Mrs. John- 
son, Reynolds was secured a situation as a sort 
of local agent for an Eastern firm, aud, having 
become fairly started, hig father-in-law invited 
him to 
TAKE UP QUARTERS WITH HIS WIFE ELSEWHERE, 
as he bad grown tired of the existing state of 
affairs at the familv mansion. He spoke to him 
about the matter several times, but the young 
man merely macked at abused him. After 
breakfast yesterday mortiing, the culmination 
was reached, the authority of the head of the 
house was asserted, “ true Southern chivalry” 
was roused, and the honor of the St. Louis gen- 
tleman was vindicated in the good old-fashioned 
way. 

Mr. Johnson was behind the counter in 
his bar-room when Reynolds waked in. 
Some words ensued between the parties, and 
at length Mr. Johnson uttered an oath and 


came toward the young mau, telling bim that 


he must pack up and leave the house with his 
wife. He states that had nothing in his hand at 
the time, and he never owned a revolver. As be 
approached his son-in-law, the latter stepped 
back a pace or two and 
DREW A DERRINGER, 

which he pointed at his opponent and immedi- 
ately fired when within three feet of him. The 
ball (a No. 44 cartridge bullet) entered the body 


of Johnson about four inches from the point of 


his left shoulder, and took a course straight 
across his breast, lodging under the bones, no- 
body as vet knows where. Dr. G. O. Tavlor was 
sent for. and he came at once. Being undecided 
as to the location of the ball, he sent for Dr. 
Sawyer, andthe two made a careful examina- 
tion, but failed to find the murderous missile. 
A probe was inserted, which continued in the 
path of the bullet until it bad reached the cen- 
tre of the breast, about ten inches, when it 
stopped, and refused to advance any further in 
any direction. They concluded to wait a few 
days, and let nature take its course, before cut- 
ting into the flesh in further search. 

A TRIBUNE reporter 

VISITED MR. JOHNSON 

at about noon, and found him lying upon his 
bed and not suffering any very great amount of 
pain. He showed where he had been spitting «a 
small quantity of blood, but ne regarded this as 
nothing necessarily serious. It is possible that 
the upper lobe of one of his lungs was touched, 
but “ay proper care the wound may not prove 
fatal. . 

Immedtately after having committed the 
deed, young Reynolds fled and the 
Hyde Park authorities started in hot pursuit. 
Should he be apprehended and brought back to 
justice, it is hardly probable that anybody will 
appear against him, and he will not be pun- 
ished unless thé victim of his hot-headed passion 
should die. 

Mr. and Mrs. Johnson were averse to having 
anything published which would injure their 
business prospects or their house. They stated 
that they had gotten all the money they had 
locked up in that property, and were trying to 
carry it on as a road-house, in order to make a 
livelihood; that they were conducting it in a 
respectable manner, and none of the neighbors 
could say that they had ever been annoyed by 
any noise or disturbance from that quarter since 
they had been there. The Hyde Park authori- 
ties had given them some trouble. in that they 
had threatened t o refuse them a license this 
year, and they were fearful of the effect this 
circumstance would have in thisissue. They 
seem to have had their full measure Of trouble, 
and they feel it keenly, 

A SHORT TIME AGO, 
Mr. George Reid, agent for T. K. Cook, St. 
Louis, and Mr. Bristol, agent for Reid’s Bitters, 
of New Haven, Conn., went down to the St. 
Julien on business and pleasure, and through 
the exertions of Mr. Johnson it was arranged 
that young Reynolds should occupy the position 
of local solicitor for Reid’s Bitters in this city. 
He went to work, after a fashion, but all the 
money he received he appropriated to himseif, 
without paving board for himself and wife at 
the St. Julien, as had been exbressly stipulated 
in the terms of agreement between himseif and 
his employers. The above-mentioned gentle- 
men were both present at the time of the shoot- 
ing, but they departed in hot haste immediately 
thereafter, for fear of being detained as wit- 


nesses. 
' ‘Reynolds was employed as a traveling agent 


fot the Pioneer Tobacco Works, at No. 25 Lake 
stet, at the time his acquaintance was formed 
with’Mr. Johnson’s daughter. 

* REYNOLDS TURNS UP. 

At Mout 8:30 in the afternoon young Rey- 
nolds ked into Central Station unattended, 
and voluntarily gave himself up. He said that 
he had gone the Stock-Yards immediately 
after the affra wand had taken the advice of 
friends. It was big original intention to give 
himself up, but be dome affairs ot business 
that he wished to, settle before going 
to jail, either for a jong or a short 
term.

Shortly after 
this occurrence Reynolds had occasion to go 
into the bar-room. Mr. Johnson was there, and 
at once commenced using such phrases as 
‘You pusillanimous dog; and many a great 
deal worse, entirely untit for publication. He 
made himself so offensive that Reynolds says 
he finally ordered the old man to desist or suf- 
fer the consequences. Johnson thereupon re- 
turned to his dar, but shortly after- 
wards 4 few words spoken by 
Reynolds, who in the meanwhile had or- 
dered his wife to pack up her “auds” 
and prepare to leave, caused Johnson to rush 
towards young Revnolds. At this juncture the 
Drisoner manfully owns up that he saw no 
weapon in his hand, although he was afterwards 
told that Johnson bad a knife. As Johnson ap- 
proached, he fired full at his breast a single- 
barreled pistol, which be was in the habit of 
earrving when away from home. Johnson 
evidentivy knew that the w n was only 
a single-barreled one, for ynolds says 
he at once seized a knife and pursued 
bim out upon the lawn. Mrs. Reynolds ran 
after him crving, and fell in a swoon upon the 
grass, and Johnson, in his rage at not being 
able to catch his assassin, turned and struck the 
fallen woman. 

Reynolds will not be 21 years old untl Octo- 
ber, is low in statare, has a clear complexion, a 
smooth and beardless face, with large blutsh- 
gray eyes, and a tow head of hair. Despite his 
coolness, he said he was very sorry 
indeed that things had come to 
such a pass, but that he felt that it was a case 
of necessity, and he was perfectly willing to 
abide by the consequences. In the event of 
recovery he was confident that Johnson would 
not prosecute, and, in the event of the wound 
proving fatal, be felt sure that his mothber-in- 
law could not avoid swearing to the truth, 
which be was sure would clear him.

His father-in-law had a wild and 
vicious temper, as was evinced bv the fact that 
only a short time ago he fired three shots at a 
cook who had offended him, and more recently 
had called upon the bostier with a navy six 
in hand, but was struck senseless by a brick 
before he had a chance to use it. Upon nearly 
every occasion of a dispute with the old 
man he had made threats to cut the 
heart out of the perjured scoundrel who stole 
his daughter. herefore Reynolds says he 
knew and feared him, and, when it came to the 
scratch, he says he valued bis Hfe more than he 
did that ot au old man, and acted accordingly. 

At 7:30 in the evening, Capt. Ryan, of the 
Hyde Park police, came to town and took 
youn 2 home with him. It is pro- 
posed to close the St. Julien and other similar 
road- houses in Hyde Park.

The better class of 
saioon-keepers seem to be opposed to a 
reduction in the wholesale price, because it 
would only give, they claim, an opporzunity for 
starting more saloons. The whole dissatisfaction 
seems to be caused by some country brewers, who 
come into this market with inferior goods, which 
they attempt to sell at a reduction of 50 cents or 
more per barrel. 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 
UNUSED MONEY IN THE TREASURY. 
There was published in Taz Tripuns of Sunday 
some facts regarding the Special Assessment Fund 
now in the City Treasury, going to show that there 
was there about 5100, 000, a part of which be- 
tonged to the property-bolders from whom it had 
originally been collected, and a part of which cer- 
tainly was at the disposal of the city, being the 
excess of the city’s appropriation from the 
General Fund over what it actually cost to 
do the city’s share of the work. The figures 


were also given in detail in the case of the West 
Fourteenth street improvement, showing that 
there was now in the Treasury a matter of $5, 000. 
of which over $4,000 ought to beat once paid 
back to the property-holders, who had contributed 
it in excess of the cost of doing the work. In 
further iliustration of the same subject, the fol- 
lowing figures are given. These are four street 
improvements, the ordinances for which were 

assed in 1873, and the work on which has long 
— closed. The receipts and expenditures are as

RELIGIOUS. 

THE METHODIST MINISTERS. 
The Rev. A. W. Patten led the opening exer- 
cises at the meeting of the Methodist ministers 
yesterday morning. 
Eider W. C. Willing read a paper on the ‘* Rela- 
tions of Communism to Religion. A pamphlet 
had been distrionted the previous week containing 
the parase *‘Communi+m; or, as It Is Also Called. 
Socialism."’ Taey accepted the definition, and 
would proceed to look at the parentage of the sect 
and doctrine. In 1791 Communism was born in 
Paris, and Fourier was its prophet. Socialism was 
both good and bad; it was an alliance between 
poverty, hunger, crime, ignorance; it meant the 
destruction of all forms of society. Had Socia)- 
iem such a history as to warrant the commit- 
ting to it of all the established systems 
of society? There were representatives of Eu- 
ropean Communism in this country, but were 
they fitto teach the enlightened people of this 
country’ kf there were good, true men among the 
Socialista, let them remember that they were as- 
sociated with desperate outiaws from foreign coun- 
tries; let them remember that the vite of hunger 
might produce madness. There were undoubtediy 
soulless corporations and there was muca to make 
the poor people complain, bout a revolution or in- 
surrection could accomplish no good, could only 
work injury to those very poor people who gained 
a living out of wealthy corporations. Six thousand 
nine hundred aud sixty-five Socialwtic votes 
were cart in this city at the last municipal elec- 
tion. The Socialists pudlisned twenty-two news- 
papers. They were trying to educate the people 
according to their ideas. It was necessary for good 
men to work to counteract this popular movement. 
Christian ministers should especially exert them- 
selvee. 
The Rev. Mr. Gonwell, of the Western Seamen's 
Friends Society, followed with a paper on the 
Bethel work in the West. 
The Rev. Arthur Edwards spokejabont his recent 
trip to the General Session of the Methodist 
Church South. 
The discussion of Communism will be con- 
tinued next Monday. 
THE BAPTIST MINISTERS 
met yesterday morning. 
Sketches of sermons were presented by the Rev. 
Dr. F. Eilis, of Denver, who officiated Sunday at 
the Michigan Avenue Church. and by the Kev. 
Mr. Kermott. 
The topic of diseussion was temperance. The 
Rev. A. G. Lawson read a paper which was read 
April 10, 1877, at a conference invited by the 
National Temperance Society, neld at the Young 
Men's Curistian Association, New York, and again 
deliverea at Talmadge’s Tabernacle. It was a full 
and comprehensive treatise of the subject, and 
elicited much favorable criticism and — 
from those present. 

Dr. Ellis also s He had. 
he said, delivered sixty-five temperance sermons 
during the past year in Denver and vicinity, and 
converted many persons to total abstinence. At 
Denver the work was carried on in a building called 
tne Wigwam.” 

The remarks of all the ministers who spoke 
upon temperance, the Rev. Dr. Custis only ex- 
cepted, were in advocacy of total abstinence, even 
though alcoholic stimulant was prescribed for a 
medicine. Dr. Custis said that the questions of 
aicohol as a medicine and alcohol as a beverage 
couid not be compared. They were entirely sep- 
urate. He believed that, in some instances, one 
of which he had seen in his own family, alcoholic 
stimulant was nece and imvaluable in the 
treatment of disease. e believed in followin 
the advice of skiliful, Christian physicians, an 
when such a one prescribed alcohol for him, he 
— 4 take it—and he would advise others so

The Water Office was full of people all day who 
desired to escape the 10 per cent penalty which 
will be added after June 1.

There were 108 deaths last week, a decrease of 
14 from the preceding one, and of 18 from the cor- 
responding one in i877.

Consumption car- 
ried off 14; convulsions, 9; bronchitis, 8; whoop- 
ing-cough, 6; and accidents, 7. There were six- 
teen deaths in the Fourteenth Ward and nine in 
the Fifteenth. Estimating the population of the 
city at 400,000, there was one death to every 
4,263 persons. 

The Judiciary Committee held a meeting in the 
afternvon, and took up the Hildreth case.

The question to be de- 
cided by the Council was not who ought to be 
seated, but who had a right to be seated. This 
was a new point to Mr. Reed. The Committee ad- 
journed without taking any action.

CROP PROSPECTS. 


ILLINOIS. 
Special Dispatches to The Tribune. 

Dwioent, III., Mav 27.—The week opens 
favorably. Three bright clear days have done 
wonders. The early-planted corn is now coming 
up. But we bear of much repianting. It is 
only a wonder that the whole crop dia not rot 
inthe ground. It is beyond computation the 
amount of good to the corn which was just put 
in, and is now going in, that the present fine 
weather has done and will do. This week will see 
a wonderful change here for the better. Ihe im- 
mense crop of corn, over il,000,000 bushels, 
which we raised in this county must 
the greater portion of it be yet 
are doing all they 
can to make the roads smooth, so that 
the corn can be saiely hauled, and we may ex- 
pect to see the receipts from this locality to 
your city very heavy for the next two weeks. 
On Saturday night a train of thirty-three cars 
left here on the Chicago & Alton Road to go 
over their Western Division and commence tae 
great work of bringing the old corn forward. 
We do not believe that there will be cars 
enough to be had the next month to carry the 
corn. Mr. Foster, State Secretarv of the Il. 
nois Agricultural Society, we think is correct in 
his estimates with regard to the amount of 
corn stil] on hand in Livingston. He puts it 
down at 52 per cent. There has, however, been 
a large amount ofthis converted into hogs aud 
cattle, and went off last winter. 

ErrmnGuaM, III., May 27.—The winter wheat 
is injured 25 per cent by the wet weather and 
rust. Corn-planting much behind on account 
of extreme wet weather. Very little up. Oats 
look well. 

TaMAROA, III., May 27.—Prospects are still 
favorable for a good crop of winter wheat. Har- 
vest the first week in June.

INDIANA. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cu1caGeo, May 27.—During a trip to Cincin- 
nati and return in the last half of last week, I 
took especial pains to inquire about the condi- 
tion of the wiuter-wheat crop in the central part 
of Indiana. The result of these inquiries, to- 
gether with my own observations along 
the route, leads me to belicve that the 
aggregate yield in that portion ot Indiana will 
be much greater than was ever harvested in any 
previous vear. A man who lives at Crawfords- 
ville, and who came on the train at Colfax, said 
that during the week up to that time (Wednes- 
day, 22d), his business had called him into vari- 
ous parts of the three or four adjacent counties. 
IIis business as collector for an agricuitural- 
implement factory had given him interest 
enough in the matter to make close 
observations. His opinion was, that, 
notwithstanding all the talk about ‘‘rust,”’ 
Hesstau fly, ete., the average yield of wheat 
in those counties would be fifteen to seventeen 
busbels per acre. He cited particular fields— 
naming the owners—where he and the farmers 
together had estimated that the yield would be 
as ureat as from twentv to twenty-five bushels 
per acre, and in one instance even as high as 
thirty-five bushels per acre. I also inquired of 
Various other persons who came on board at 
other poluts between Lafayette and Indianapo- 
lis. All these persons agreed that up to the 
middle of last week the prospect for au unprece- 
dented yield had never been so good. 
and none of them claimed that any 
positive damage |! done vet 
up to that ate They were 
only apprehensive, chat a continuance of wet 
weather would produce rust. My own observa- 
tion of the elas along the route was, that in 
about one-third of them the lower leaves on the 
wheat-s had turned yellow, buc this did 
not seeui to affect the upper two-thirds of the 
stalk, Wich looked as strong, green, and fresh 
as could be desired, the wheat being headed out 
nearly full size and apparently in perfect beaith 
as far as the heads and stalks were concerned. 
The weather of last week was certainly calcu- 
lated toll remove the apprehensions of further 
damag®’ from wet. There was no rain in that 
part di the country from the Isth until the 24th, 
and even the shower cf Friday night (24th) 
gabel laid the aust in the strects of Indianap- 
olis and Lafayette.
